patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Millis et al.for 
the reasons as stated in the last Office action and the further reasons below. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments have been fully considered but they are not deemed to be 
persuasive. 

While it is true that the reference does not teach the production of farnesol and/or 
geranylgeraniol by culturing Saccharomyces in the presence of one of the recited oils, it 
discloses a method for the production of farnesol and/or geranylgeraniol by culturing various 
strains of Saccharomyces in the presence of a surfactant. See, e.g., Examples 1, 13 and 19, 
wherein the surfactant is Dow 1520. See, in particular, col. 36, line 6. 

Therefore the rejection is deemed proper and it is adhered to. 

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Chambon et al.for 
the reasons as stated in the last Office action and the further reasons below. 

Response to Arguments
